A request fro® th© Project chief for sarly delivery of 
Albanian Lak in support of 1952 operations brought to a head a problem 
that has been critical since early fall of 1951 mh«n the Field Chief re*» 
ported 1951 operational experience had convinced him that a ready supply 
of Lek was essential to agent survival ml successful team operations, is 
are adviced that Lek procurement has been given a priority designation by 
the appropriate office in the Finance Division but that no lade have been 
obtained due to their practical non^ea&stimce on the world market. 
Headquarters’ failure to meet the Field Chief's needs will curtail 1952 
operations by at least 50 %• This problem obviously has serious ramifies* 
tiaras on SF/FC*1 activities and demands forthright action fey the office 
concerned. 

3. Our vigorous PW campaign experienced a serious setback during 
April when a ban on FW flights mtt imposed on B0F2MD as a result of 
Enver Kesha's charge made before the Second Congress of the Albanian 
Barkers' Party that the Ncfa was dropping poisoned food to the Albanian 
people* It Is considered regrettable Kesha's charge* interpreted by FT as an 
extension of the Soviet BW campaign* and has resulted in the hasty sus- 
pension of the successful propaganda supply drop operation* lbs ban 
against leaflet drops has hem lifted but wo are advised that reeusaptlon 

of the propaganda supply drop program it still under consideration. 

h. Despite the acuta shortage of Lek and the handicap imposed fey 
. the ban on the propaganda supply drop program, a survey of the widespread 
operations currently being mounted loads the Branch to believe the 1952 
operational season will be busy and productive*

Two overtures were made but this prominent figure in Albanian Coasamlnt 
circles did not respond. Whether she was negative to the approach or 
hamstrung by strict controls can not be determined* 
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b. P^chologlc&l Warfare «■ The Voice of PTee Albania, the BGFlbKD 
clandestils® near Athene, continued its broadcast sctxedule 
of throe tmiemission© daily during April* The general program format regained 
unchanged, with the standard division into newts, talk© and annouaceaent©# The 
Second Congress of the Albanian forker®* Party hold froa 31 March to the 8th 
of April provided an ideal target for the Void® of free Albania and a eerie© 
of vitriolic broadcasts on the proceeding® of the Congress featured the 
April program schedule* Vurthsmore, the cabinet shakeup aomented upon below 
also provided an excellent target of opportunity which was most effectively 
exploited. 

Among the continuing oajspalgns ’which were pushed steadily during the 
period were the direct appeal© to various group© within the country to ifcandon 
the Coarauniet regime and support the nationalist movement* Appeal© made 
earlier to members of the Cosaamist party, civil servants and soldiers were 
repeated.

populace had boon brave enough to keep the food*. The source pointed m t that m ny 
Of the villagers were fearful of keeping the food lest they be iirndvertently given 
assy by their Children* In spite of the general toner of the report, the source 
stated that general ©oral® had bean boosted by this indication of WffiA capabilities. 
The fact that Sasha attacked the MCFA for dropping foodstuffs at the Congress is

has stated 1952 operations sill be curtailed by at least 50 %$ if the required 
Lek is not forthcoming# 

Another Important problem id tho existence of a ban on the BGFIEKD 
propaganda supply drop program* 2ft early April when Hoxha's charge that the 
KC3PA was dropping poisoned food into Albania was linked with the Soviet BW 
campaign* a ban was imposed on ©11 FW flights over Albania* The ban against 
leaflet drops was lifted at tho end of the month and it is hoped propaganda 
supply drops may be resumed in the near future*
